DENISHWAI OUTRAGE. 


——. — 


AN UNPROVOKED ATTACK. 


OFFICIAL COMMUNICATION, 


The official version (f the attack upon 
British officers at Denishwai (Menonfieh pro- 
vince), which was given to the Press yesterday 
afternoon by the Ministry of the Iuterior, shows 
the case to be graver than earlier reports indi- 
cated, insomuch as itis now evident that there 
was not the slightest provocation for the assault 
—either real or imaginary. The British officers 
implicated appear, indeed, to have acted with 
exemplary self-control, and by surrendering 
their arms in the hope of quietening the excited 
villagers and persuading them of their peaceful 
intents, they deprived themselves of all means 
of self-defence. The baseless romours and 
garbled accounts which we and others have 
received are exceedingly regrettable, as they 
are apt to persuade some people of a certain 
amount of negligence on the part of the officers 
concerned, and we would, therefore, lay fall 
stress on the official communication which we 
publish below, and which is the result ot the 
progress of the inquiry ap to Satarday last. In 
the meanwhile we must refrain from farther 
remarks upon the case until the preliminary 
inquiry has been completed and the special 
tribunal, oompozed as we have already notified 
of Boutros Ghali P cha, Mr. W. G. Hayter, 
Judge Bond, Ahmed Fathy, and Lt. Col. B R. 
Ludlow, has given judgment. The following 
is the full text of the official communication : 

On Wednesday, the 13 h inst. at about 1 
p-m. the offi ers of the Mounted Infantry, with 
the exception of Lieutenant Hargreaves, K. 
R R., who was left in charge, left their camp 
on the right bank of the Bagourieh Canal and 
proceeded, on horses and in carriages specially 
sent by Abd el Meghid Bef Sultan, a notable 
of Menouf district, to Denishwai, at a distance 
of about 6 miler, to shoot pigeons. When they 
passed through Menoof, Abd el Meghid Bey, 
hearing that they wished to shoot pigeons at 
this village, where M:jor Pine-Coffia had shot 
last year without any objection being made, 
promised to offer every facility. 

Accordingly, when they found carriages and 
horses waiting near Sersina they thought 
that all was prepared, and that they would be 
welcomed. All the officers were in uniform and 
were accompanied by an onbashi of police and 
by their guide. 

Oa reaching the village, Msjor Pine-Coffia, 
Captain Ball, and Lieutenant Smithwick pro- 
ceeded to the north of the agricultural road, 
and took up their places for shooting about 
halfa mile away from the villages ; Captain 
Bostook, R. A. M. C., and Lieatenant Porter 
going to the south of the agricultural road, 
taking up positions about 150 yards away 
trom Captain Bostock (!each other or the 
other party). The distance between Lieutenant 
Porter and the nearest threshing floor was 
about 100 yards, and of Captain Bostock the 
same. The onbashi of police proceeded to 
the west side of the village to inform the 
omdeh of the arrival of the offi ere. The 
omdeh, however, turned out to be absent 
at Chibin-el Kom. Meanwhile, the officers 
began shooting, and Captain Bostock and 
Lieutenant Porter noticed that villagers 
had collected ir their vicinity, closing in upon 
them, and that their attitade was becoming 
threatening. The villagers then collected 
around Captain Bostock, and began interfering 
with him. Lieutenant Porter, seeing this, came 
towards him, and, after going a short way, 
was surrounded by the villagers, who attempted 
to take away his gan. 

Major Pive-Coffin and Captain Bull, seeing 
the crowd round the spot where the others 
were shooting, came over to join them and 
Lieutenant Smithwick was signalled to by the 
guide, 

Lieutenant Porter states that after trying 
to anload his gan without success, he succeed- 
ed in putting it at safety, after which it was 
snatched from him. Almost immediately he 
heard a mofiled report, and the gan had gone 
off. Lient. Smithwick states that he heard 
the muffled report and saw the crow! surge 
apart. lu the vacant space he saw Lieut. 
Porter and, about three metres from him, a 
man with Lieut. Porter's gun in his hand. 

It was afterwards ascertained that the 
accidental discharge of Lieat. Porter's gan, 
after it had been taken from him, had resulted 
in four persons, including one woman, being 
injured. 

Prior to the crowd actually interfaring with 
Captain Bostock, a small fire broke out in the 
threshing-floor, some 100 yards N. B. of where 
ho was standing. This was immediately 
extingaished, but evidently added enormously 
to their excitement. They seemed to pretend 
that the fire was caused by the officers, al- 
though a visit to the spot shows that this was 
atterly impossible, and it seems more likely 
that it was u preconcerted signal for the 
general attack to take place. . 

Mejor Pine-Coffin, seeing how excited the 
people had now become, gave up bis owa gan 
and desired the others to give up theirs also. 
The officers then withdrew in the direction of 
the agricultural road, the crow! following and 


throwing clods of earth and striking them with | 


nabouts and stick“. The officers, who, as 


above stated, had given up their guns in order 
to prevent farther trouble, were in conse- 


selves from the b'ows dealt at them, chiefly 
trom behind. They got into their cabs, bat 
the drivers could not, or would not, drive 
away and the villagers, after continuing to 
throw missiles at thom, pulled them oat and 
continved to baat them. 

The cftiy rs then desided to ran down the 


road towards their camp, 6 distance of aboat . 


ees and unable to protect them- | 
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six miles. Major Pine Coffin, who fell behind. 
was caught and thrown to the ground. Lieote. 
Porter and Smithwick, seeing this, returned 
to his assistance. Captain Bostock and Cap- 
tain Ball, who were ahead, meanwhile ran 
along towards the camp, which was éventaally 
reached at about 3.30 p.m. by Captain Bostock, 
who gave the alarm. 

A patrol of Mounted Infantry, which tarned 
ont at once, fonnd Captain Bull lying uncon- 
ecious about 40 yards to the east of Sersina 
market, north of the road, about one mile and 
a half from camp; he was carried into the 
enclosure, whence he was ultimately trans- 
ported in à carriage to the camp, where he 
died about 7 p.m. Major Pine Coffin and the 
other two officers, after receiving further 
blows, were taken back to Denishwai village, 
to the spot where the wounded woman was 
lying. ‘The people pointed to ber and made 
signs of cutting throats. 

The sheikhs and some of the ghaffirs and 
inhabitants now succeeded in forming a ring 
round the officers and keeping the people 
away. They then took the three officers ‘to 
a spot a short distance away, brought them 
water, and made them sit down. 

The police officer from Shohada, having now 
arrived, conveyed them to the catriage, which 
took them back to the camp. On their way 
they met a patrol of Mounted Infantry, which 
was ordered to return. The sergeant-major in 
charge of one of the patrols ot M. I. broaght 
in four prisoners from Sersina market and 
stated that there were five others who fired 
two shot, upon the patrol. The patrol fired 
two shots in reply bat no one was hii on 
either side. The sergeant-msjor also reported 
that he discovered a dead man in a hole ina 
corner of the market. Captain Bostock and 
a markaz doctor, who saw the body some 20 
hours later, are of the opinion that death was 
caused partly by a crashing blow wich a sharp 
instrument and partly by a blunt one. The 
official investigation into this part of the 
affair takes place on Sunday afteruoon. 

Another native bas also been found with » 
shot wound in the leg, ssid to be caused by a 
larger ballet than that of the Lee-Bofield rifle. 
The inquiry into this is being undertaken to- 
day. The injored man says that his wound 
was not inflicted by a soldier, but by one of 
his enemies. 

There are at the present moment 45 accus- 
ed, of whom 35 have been arrested These are 
being removed to Chibin el Kom, the head- 
qaarters of the Mouditieh, which, as the che 
lieu de la localité is where the trial will take 
place, probably at the end of the week. The 
inquiry is being pushed on with the greatest 
energy and it is expected that several more 
accused will be arrested and brought to trial. 

The principal evidence is naturally that of 
the officers themselves, who have idéntified a 
certain number of their absailante, several of 
whom have also been accused by the ghaffita, 
the chikari, the cab-drivers, etc. 

Major Pine Coffin, who is in the Govern- 
ment hospital at Tantah, is going on well, as 
are also the other three officers. Their injaries 
were, however, very severe. Major Pine Coffin 
had his arm smashed and several severe blows 
about the head and body. When thrown to the 
ground he was kicked and trampled on by 
the crowd. Captsia Bostock, Lieut. Smith 
wick, and Lieut. Porter all received heavy 
blows from nabouts and from the missiles 
thrown at them. Captain who died the 
same evening, as has been stated, had 
received two severe blowson the head. All 
the officers were robbed of the contents of their 


pockets. 


STORY OF THE OUTRAGE. 


(From our SpectaL CoRRESPONDENT). 


Denishwai, Sanday. 

150 Mounted Infantry of the British Army 
of Occupation, who were on the march down 
from Cairo to Alexandria, arrivad on the morn- 
ing of the 13th inst., at Kamsbisb, Tala 
Markaz, Menonfieh, and camped there on 
the right bank of the Bagourieh Canal. 
Between 12 and one o'clock five officers of the 
detachment were offered a carriage by Abd 
el Megid Bey Sultman, a notable of Lower 
Menonfizh, whom they met at Kom-el-Abmar, 
neir Linak, to take them out pigeon shooting 
io Denishwai,Chibin el Kom Marksz, where they 
had gone the previous year for the same pur- 
pose. After crossing the canal, the officere— 
Major Pine Coffin, Capt. Bostock, Capt. Bull, 
Lieut. Smithwick, and Lieut. Porter—accom- 
panied by their guide, a native, found the 
carriages ready for them near Sirsineb, a 
village at 2 kilometres distance from the canal, 
and proceeded to Denishwai, accompanied by 
an onbashi of Shahada police outpost. 

On their arrival at the village the onbashi 
was sent by the officers to ask the omdeb; 
Mohamed El Shadili, and some ghaffirs to 
accompany the party and take care of them, 
bat the omdeh was found to be absent. 

The officers now separated, preparatory to 
shooting. Mejor Pine Coffin, Capt. Bull. and 
Lieut. Smithwick went to the north of the 
village, and Capt. Bostock and Lieut. Porter 
to the south. A native of the village, by name 
Hussein Mahfooz, who possesses a great num 
| bee of pigeons, warned the officers, on their 
arrival, that they mast not shoot pigeons as 
if they did eo ecm misfortane might happen, 
but the guide Abdov, who either did not 
hear the warning (as he says) cr did not 
attach any importance to the words (as the 
officials think) did not commanicate them to 
the party. A few minutes after, a number of 
natives assembled south of the road, where 
Capt. Bostock and Lieat. Porter were shooting, 
and drew near them. Capt. Bostock re- 
marked that they were in an ill-hamoar. 
lu the meant me, a fire was seen to have 
broken out in a pile of corn (girn) which was at 
adistance of about 100 metres from the 
officers. The villagers, who numbered over 


— — — — 


„ handred, possibly taking the fire as being 
caused bythe officers, or as a signal, became 
greatly irritated and savagely attacked the two 
offisers. A tamalt followed. The other party 
to the north, hearing the noise, hastened to 
the spot, where they saw the crowd of villagers 
hostling their comrades and attempting to 
d them. The three officers were in a 
m assaulted. The guide then requested 
the officers to return, but it was impossible 
for them to get clear of the mob, who in the 


attack robbed tham of a gold match-box, a i 


match, a whistle, and a key chain. 

Some of the villagers, expressing their 
murderons intention, made signs by drawing 
their hands across their throats, meaning that 
they were going to kill them all. M- jor Pine- 
Coffin then ordered the officers to allow the 
assailants to take their guns in order to avoid 
any accident. On being handed to a villager 
Lieut. Porter's rifls went off and three men 
and a woman received a ch urge of small shot, 
which caused them slight injuries. 

The officers, having nothing to defend them- 
selves with, went ranning back towards the 
main road, which was 390 metres distant and 
the villagers followed them closely, pelting 
them with bricks and using their nabonts, 
inflicting severe wounds upon them. The on- 
bashi, who was first sent tocall the omdeh, 
brought some ghaffirs with him; and these 
opposed theaggressors and defended the officers, 
who then sat down and asked for some water. 

Major Pine-Ooffin had his arm broken and 
received several heavy blows on the head and 
eyes. Capt. Ball was severely injared by naboat 
blows on the head, and Lieut. Smithwick had 
his nose broken. Captain Bostock was the first 
to reach the camp, a distance of 7 kilometres. 
The other four officers followed shortly after, 
in spite of their severe. wounds. Captain Bull 
fell several times on the way and at Sirsina 
he dropped entirely anconscions. 

Captain Bostock, who made as fast as he 
coald for the camp, on reaching the Bagoarieh 
Canal, croseed it swimming in his clothing, and 
arrived at the camp at 4 p.m. and brought 
news of the outrage. A patrol then started to 
Devishwai to rescue the officers. Oa their arrival 
at Sirsina they found Captain Ball lying on 
the ground anconscions and some natives 
around him. They were met by nine armed 
natives, and the soldiers taking Sirsina for 
Denishwai, shots were exchanged between the 
two parties but no harm wasdone. The patrol 
carried the wounded officers into a carriage 
and returned to their camp, where they arrived 
at 6 p.m. 

Afterwards a native of Sirsina was ſouud 
killed ina flour mill. It is said he was slain io 
the affray by some en my of his, and though it 
is also said that he was killed by the patrol 
who took him tor the murderer of Captain 
Ball, his wounds are not such as would be 
inflicted “by the soldiers’ weapons. 

At 7 o’clook the same (Wednesday) evening 
Capt. Ball sacoumbed to his wounds in the 
camp, to the great sorrow ofall. At 8 o’clcck, 
the Moadir of Menoofich, Mohamed Shokri 
Pacha, Moberly Bey, [nspector of the Ministry 
of the Interior, and the Chief of the Menoofieh 
Parquet, Mohamed Bey Ibrahim, arrived at 
the camp and opened an inqairy. Moberly Bey 
acted as translator between the officers and the 
Parquet. Mohamed Eff. Nagib El Seirafi, Ma- 
mour of Tala Markez ; Seyd Ali, Omdeh of 
Kamshish, his brother, Sheikh Ali, and Man- 
sour Bf. Hassan,.Moawin of Tala Marksz, 
were present. The same evening messages were 
sent by a special massenger to Cairo to the 
Ministry of the Interior, the Headquarters 
of the Army of Occupation, and to the presi- 
ddnt of the Parquet. The messenger arrived at 
Cairo at 6 O olook the next morning and 
ddlivered the official papers. 

On Thorsday morning, the authorities pro- 
cebded to Denishwai and held an enquiry. 
Sdme officers were then summoned to that 
village to identify those who took part in the 
affray and they identified a number of them. 
In the evening the Adviser to the Ministry 
of the Interior arrived at Shibin El Kom, 
where he passed the night. The next morn- 
ing he started for Danishwai and spent Friday 
evening in the police outpost of El Shahads, 
near Sirsina, retarving on the Saturday morn- 
ing to Cairo. Yesterday evening Mr. Machell 
again returned to Denishwai, where he arrived 
at 7 p.m. 

Shokri Pacha is continuing the inquiry very 
catefally, and receiving valuable help from 
Moberly Bey. 

The villagers who have been arrested up to 
thie afternoon are 45 in number, 32 of whom 
were imprisoned in the Shuhada police station 
under the charge of Murad Eff. Moharem, 
Malazim Awal, and the others are kept 
untler arrest. More arrests will assuredly be 
made, as the villagers who took part in the 
outrege were, it is believed, over a handred 
in number. 

The inquiry will be over in from four to 
six days time and the special court will then 
begin its work. 

The Moudir will proceed to-morrow to 
Tantah to interrogate Major Pine-Coffin, who 
was sent to hospital on Wednesday evening. 

Denishwai is a village under the administra- 
tion of Shibin El-Kom Markaz. It is at a dis 
tance of 12 kilometres from El-Batanoun sta- 
tion and 7 kilometres from the Bagourieh 
Canal, where the British troops are encamped. 
The road from the camp to that village is plain 
aud straight, aboot 3 metres wide, with on 
either side wide reaches of cultivated land some 
sown with cotton and some with wheat, which 
is now all reaped. On both sides aleo there area 
number of “girns.” Trees are not numerous 
about Denishwai, and the traveller between 
that village and Bagourieh Canal suffers greatly 
from the burning beat in the open country. 

The inhabitants are 3,300 in number; they 
ave very savage and criminal people. In the 
whole village there is only ove small kattab 
and all the inhabitants are absolutely ignorant 


except afew of them who can read the Koran.

These savages are 
mice, which they Sad very delicious. They are 
of coarse very brown in coloar and many of 
them are quite black. They are notorious for 
their criminality and when one of them taunts 
his fellow villager he reproaches him by say 
ing, “you've never been in prison. 

Itis not out of place mention here that Sheikh 
Ali Maklad of Kamshesh hss rendered a good 
services to the troops camping near his village.

He was the first official to appear 
on the spot after the incident, which took 
place in Chibin El-Kom Markaz. N 

On Thursday last a Greek employed by 
the troops disappeared and was found 
drowned in the Bagourieh Canal.

FIGHTING AND SACKING AT 
BIELOSTOK.

Colonel 8.G. Bird, D.. O., Royal Dublin 
FPasiliers, having completed his four years 
tenure in the command of the Ist Battalion, 
Alexandria, has been placed on half. pay, and 
hes been succeeded by Lieutenant Colonel 
A. J. Chapman, the second in command of the 
battalion. The new chief of the old 10d 
joined the gallant “Dubs” in May, 1884, got 
his company in 1892, whilet holding the 
adjatancy of the 2nd Battalion, then stationed 
in the Bombay command; was promoted 
major in 1901, being then on active service, 
and for the past two years was second in 
command of the @nd Battalion. Lieutenant 
Colonel Chapman served on the staff in the 
operations for the relief of Ladysmith, the 
actions of Tugela Heights, and many minor 
affairs; action of Laing’s Nek, and the fighting 
on the Zululand frontier. It may be recalled 
that he commanded the troops in the defence 
of Fort Itala against the commandoes led by 
Botha, Scholtz, Potgieter, and Opperman — 
over 1,500. Time and again the handful of 
“khakis” stopped rush after rush, and it 
was only after nineteen hours’ hard fighting 
that the enemy were finally driven off with 
heavy loss. Chapman, who was slightly wound- 
ed, owing to the exhaustion of his slender 
force and the fact that his ammunition was 
almost expended, then evacuated the fort and 
retired in good order. For this notable service, 
he was very warmly commended in despatches, 
and promoted brevet lieutenant colonel by bre- 
vet. He saw farther service in the Transvaal 
(mentioned twice in despatches, promoted bre- 
vet lieutenant colonel, Queen's medal with five 
clasps, King’s medal with two olasps).
